TANK TRUCKS 
PLANT FISH; 
SAVE RUGGER 


Harrisburg. Dec. 9 (AP)—-The use 
of tank tracks hag' helped Pennsyl­ 
vania's Fish commission to conserve 
rubber and -gasoHne--for the war 
effort and i t the same time produce 
more and healthier fish for the 
state’s sportsmen. 
Commissioner Charles EL French 
said today each tank truck in the 
fleet of 42 to capable of carrying 
three times as many fish as the 
trucks formerly used. The fish are 
transported 
from 
hatcheries 
to 
streams. 
In 1936 when fish were placed iii 
cans and then carried on trucks, the 
commission’s fleet traveled 456,481 
miles to plant 129 tons of fish for 
a total of 3,538 truck miles per ton 
planted. 
In 1941, the fleet went 
443,133 miles to plant 433 tons for 
only 1,023 truck miles per ton. 
The new tank micks carry aerated 
water and the tanks are refriger­ 
ated and insulated. Under the for­ 
mer system, the fish had to be de­ 
livered at once but now they can 
remain on the truck Indefinitely 
without suffering harmful effects. 
French predicted the commission 
would continue to conserve the vital 
war necessities and still would not 
curtail its distribution program. 
Fish delivered by tank trucks go 
to streams totaling 784 miles in 
length and to lakee and ponds with 
a combined acreage of 27,385, all 
of which are open to the public. 
This does not include the thousands 
of miles of streams and lakes and 
ponds on private property but still 
available to the public.
